It seems but yesterday, sir, when we were 
a united, contented, prosperous people, hav- 
ing, as we thought, common inierests and a 
common destiny — all alike devoted to our 
country — all alike cherishing the glorious 
memories which cluster around its history. 
With grateful pride, we remembered the dan- 
gers passed and the sacrifices endured by our 
fathers, and, with the proudest delight, dwelt 
upon the rapid strides which this people were 
making to power and greatness. What do we 
now behold? The operation of causes which, 
if unchecked, will extinguish utterly every 
trace of American nai-ioiality. Discord and 
divisions have taken tbe place of union and 
l armony — dark forebe>dings the place ot bright 
hopes— widtopr ead desolation the place of teem- 
ing prosperity— the clangor of arms the place 
of universal peace. Unnatural hands have been 
laid upon the columns of the temple of 
BBS liberties, and are threatening to drag them 
down upon PBi uCxuLi, crushing, in their fall, 
the last vestige of free republican government. 
In the presence of such tremendous issues, 
Kentucky has acted her part wisely and nobly. 
She has been true to the memory of her illus- 
trious dead. She has been true to her own high 
sense of honor and of right. She has pursued 
the even tenor of her way, regardless of the 
clamors of ultraists of either section, who, dif- 
fering upon all other questions, have vied with 
each other in heaping opprobrium upon the 
eauke which her people deemed it their duty to 
pursue. Time has, however, vindicated the 
far-seeing wisdom of her public men and the 
unselfish patriotism of her people. Profoundly 
regretting the necessity which brought tbem 
into armed conflict with their brethren, they 
yet regarded the preservation of the unity of 
this couoUy as far above a'.l ties of blood or 
interest ; and, in their own good time, and in 
their own chosen mode, they arrayed them- 
selves under the star-gemmed banner of con- 
sti'utional liberty, and, upon the battle fields 
of this memorable revolution, have nobly at- 
tested their devotion to the government of 
their fathers. Her soldiers upon the battle- 
field, and her citizens, in all the peace- 
ul modes known to the laws of the land, 
indicated to the world in unmistakable terms 
that they intend, now and forever, to remain 
in the Union and under the National Consti- 
tution, the only bond of that Union. They 
regard the preservation of constitutional re 
publican government as deeply, perhaps final- 
ly, staked upon tbe result ot the struggle now 
progressing bttween the friends and the ene- 
mies of the American Union. To be called, 
sir, ULder such trying circumstances to preside 
over the affair* of this Commonwealth for the 
ensuing four years as the exponent of these 
measures and as the custodian, in a great 
Uieasure, of tbe honor and rights of Kentucky, 
should be deemed the highest possible evidence 
of the esteem and confidence of your fellow- 
citizens. We recognize the magnitude and 
difficulty of the trust to which the voice of 
the people has called you. But your elevated 
character as a citizen, jurist, statesman, and 
soldier gives us an undoubting confidence tbat 
yen will discharge the peculiarly responsible 
duties imposed upon you in a manner credita- 
ble to yourself and answerable to the high ex- 
pectations of your fellow-citizens. 

A l ow me again, sir, to welcome you in our 
midst, and assure you of the cordial co-opera- 
tion of those whom I have the honor to rep- 
resent in all measures which have for their 
object the welfare and happiness of our State 
and country. And we indulge the confident 
hope ard trust that long before tbeclos^of 
your administration we may all be able to re- 
joice together in a restored Union — a Union 
whose authority none will dispute; a Union 
firmly established in the hearts and affections 
of tbe whole people; a Union under the Con- 
stitution of Washington; a Union which 
shall survive to bless the present and future 
geterations "to the last syllable of recorded 
lime."

now raging around us. We are hardly able 
to realize tbe stupendous iniquity of those 
who, in order to preserve their party ascend- 
ancy, have imperilled the very existence of 
tbe govertment, and we are therefore apt to 
look upon tbem more in the light of political 
opponents than aa enemies in arms striking 
at the peace of the people, the unity of 
tbe nation, and the vitality of the Con- 
stitution. We have been brothers so 
long that it seems impossible to regard 
them in any other light. We must have 
n sterner realization of the great work before 
us. We are not engaged in any child's play, 
lut we have before us the defence of a system 
of governmental policy which wise, prudent, 
j etiiotic, and sagacious men believe to be the 
Vest that human wiedom, aided by divine in- 
siiration, has ever pe rfected. If we fail, the 
j.togreps of civil and religious liberty will be 
retarded for centuries. If we succeed, our 
cobtintnt will again become the home of in- 
.iustiy, art, science, and literature. Let us 
put away the ignoble thought that we 
ore engaged in any contest for polit- 
ical supremacy, but let us realize that 
a nation's hopes are involved in the pend- 
ing contest, and that tbe destinies of millions 
upon millions depend upon the issue of the 
shraggjaBi The noble language which Daniel 
Webster put into the month of the old patriot 
Adams ought to be the universal rally- 



With a firm reliance upon a guiding Provi 
dence, and an abiding confidence in the jus- 
tice, integrity, and loyalty of the people of 
Kentucky, I shall look hopefully to the fu- 
ture, trusting to their charitable judgment 
upon my administration, as I shall seek to 
avoid the justice of their censure. 

We are fallen upon evil and troublous 
times— when a great, free people have turned 
upon themselves, to make war upon a peace, 
a happiness, a prosperity, a liberty, such as 
never in any age or land crowned a people 
with blessings, and seek by violence to over- 
throw their government, and darken the 
future to the hopes of man. Our future his- 
torian will drape in mourning the page on 
which is recorded the history of these yews of 
rebellion, calamity, and woe 1 The terrific 
warfare which continues to. sweep over our 
beloved land, filling its great heart with inex- 
pressible anguish, as pang af'er pang, far the 
loved and lost, pierces the bosom of every 
home, sboBlJ, by its community of woe, of 
suffering, and danger, draw our people more 
closely together, and evoke the nobler chari- 
ties of our nature, to a concentrated and 
united effort to stay this tide of misery and 
flow of danger, by bringing to constitutional 
unity those who have departed from constitu- 
tional faith. A departn e from constitutional 
faith is the foundation of all the evils now 
upon us; a return is the oaly permanent 
remedy. 

Our government was constructed, by its 
wise founders, to secure the blessings of lib- 
erty to themselves, and in perpetuity to their 
posterity. Touched with supernal inspira- 
tion ot wisdom, they so framed our State 
and Ftderal Governments as to secure the ob- 
jects of free government so perfectly that we 
were left uctblng to do but to enjoy, or de- 
stroy. 



The equal right of each and all to live in 
tbe peaceful enjoyment of "life, liberty, prop- 
erty, and pursuit of happiness,'' is the great 
object and end of free government, Tnese se- 
cured, man is free; this is liberty I Our fathers 
grasped tbe subject of constitutional liberty 
so thoroughly as to leave no excuse or mitiga- 
tion for the wickedness of any who might, at 
any time, attempt a forcible revolution of tbe 
government. So faultless in its structure, so 
comprehensive, and yet so minute in its safe- 
guards thrown around the liberties of the peo- 
ple, equal rights and equal privilages were 
alike secured to every freeman. The rights, 
so secured, were entrusted to the custody and 
guardianship of the people, who were to en- 
joy. The rulers were to be servants, anl the 
people the masters. And to insure against 
usurpation of power, or aggravation of wrong*, 
recurrent elections at short intervals of ti-ne, 
and an upright aad enlightened judiciarv, 
were ample_eateguards. Tbe mode of effect- 
ing any changes in the organic law, which 
experience might suggest, was fully provided. 

In the appointed manner the ruling pjwer 
— tbe citizens — could alter, change, or modify, 
not only policies of legislation, but the organic 
law, through the peaceful medium of the bal- 
lot-box, thus leaving no excuse for forcible 
revolution. 

In securing the peaceful enjoyment of prop- 
erty to tbe citizen, one subject of difficulty was 
presented to our fathers, which they wisely 
and securely adjusted. Some of the States rec- 
ognized slaves as property; others did not; anl 
it being a principle of universal law amongst 
civilized people, that wherever the laws rec- 
ognized property in a thing, the same law as- 
sured the owner in his right; but where the 
law did not know any property in a 
thing, no owner could assert any right; 
it raised the question how to secure to the 
owner of slave property equal protection in 
its enjoyment with the owners of other prop- 
erty, without at the same time doing vio- 
lence to the distinctive character ot the 
State governments not recognizing such 
property. In States where slavery was re- 
cognized, tbe laws assured the right of the 
owner; but in those States where property in 
slaves was not recognized, no right of owner- 
ship could be known or asserted by law. This 
is in the very nature of government. For the 
non-slave States to recognize, by their taws, 
property in slaves, so as to return them by law 
to tre owner, would necessarily subvert the 
very nature of their government, and make 
tbem slave States, To obviate this difficulty, 
which existed only in reference to this one 
species of property, and secure to the citizen 
owning slave property equal protection in his 
^rights, and at the same time to preserve the 
distinctive character of each State govern- 
ment, the return oi fttgiuves from aervice or 
labor, escaping from one State to another, was 
undertaken by the Federal Government and 
the guarantee given that no law of any Stat- 
to which such fugitive might escape should 
discbarge such fugitive from the labor or ser- 
vice which he owed. Thus the character and 
laws of each State were respected and pre- 
served, and the rigbta of all the citizens of 
each State placed upon a footing of equal se- 
curity. Thus the Federal Constitution, which 
created the Union, harmonized the equal se- 
curitv of all in every rignt, with th# unity of 
the Government and with the rights of the 
States. 

Some, becoming dissatisfied with this per- 
fected equality, have sought to destroy it, in 
violation of constitutional faith. On the one 
hand tbe abolitionist would destroy the right; 
on tbe other tbe secessionist would elevate 
slave property above every other interest and 
right. Each seeks to subordinate the Consti- 
tution to hie extreme view. Each makes war 
upon the foundation theory of free govern- 
ment; and by the fanatical energy with 
which they have urged forward their extreme 
views, they have at length preciptMted upon 
us the moat terrific and heart-rending war of 
rebellion that ever shook the foundations of 
social being. Notwithstanding the conserva- 
tive element North and South, those who on 
the one hand wish to keep constitutional faith 
ami grant tbe equal security which the Con- 
stitution pledges, and those on the other, who 
ask nothing more, are overwhelmingly in the 
majority in both sections; yet, by some strange 
infatuation of evil, tbe few have involved 
the many in this horrific strife. 

How shall the ConBtitution-abiding, Union- 
loving, conservative men, north and south, 
meet tbe issue presented by those who, on the 
one hand, seek, by usurpation, to pervert the 
Constitution, to invade its sanctuaries, and 
overthrow its securities, and, on the other, to 
destroy the Constitution and the Union by 
lorcible revolution. The one in political, tbe 
other in warlike array. 

We must meet them in the modes sanctioned 
by tbe Constitution. Through the ballot-box 
we must control legislation within just limits, 
and by the ju iiriary protect against the inflic- 
tion of acts violative of the Constitution; and 
with the whole resources and military power 
of enr government, we must crush the rebel- 
lion and restore the national authority over 
fhe revolted States. This is the pledge of con- 
servatism ; this we must do, or onr govern- 
ment perishes, and with it the hope of free 
government forever I 

Fears are expressed, and doubtless many are 
sincere in their apprehensions, that crushing 
the rebellion will bat open up the way to the 
destruction of tbat political equality of the 
States which has builded us up into a great 
nationality, and given prosperity and happi- 
ness to a mighty and free people. It is feared 
that mad men will seek to force terms of sub- 
mission upon the acceptance of the rebellious 
States destructive of their State rights and of 
their political equality. That there are men 
wicked enough to do so there is as little room 
for dtubt as there is to doubt that others are 
seeking to destroy the government by force. 
But tbe conservative men of the whole craa- 
try have the strength and power, by unity of 
action, to crash the one and defeat the evil 
machinations of the other. 

To better assure the friends of constitutional 
government of onr security against such dan- 
ger, a tew suggestive thoughts, by way of 
strengthening their confidence and assuring 
their faith and hopes, may not be amiss. It 
sbcnld be borne in mind that we have now and 
will have at the close of the rebellion, the iden- 
tital constitution which the extremists seek to 
destroy — the one by innovation — the other by 
force. It cannot be altered except in the 
manner therein prescribed. The same facts 
exist in reference to each State — loyal and dis- 
loyal. Rebellion has not altered, or changed, 
or modified either the Federal or State con- 
stitutions. Nor has the rebellion destroyed 
tbe existence of the States at States of the 
Union. Their revolt only suspends the action 
of the civil authority of the Federal govern- 
ment within tbe revolted districts, pending 
the revolt, and substitutes the military au- 
thority until their rebellion ceases, and they 
cot sent to accept the civil instead of the 
military rule. 

No reconstruction is necessary. The govern- 
ment is complete — not broken — not destroyed ; 
but, by the blessing of God, shall endure for- 
ever. A revolted State has nothing, therefore, 
to do but to cease resistance to duty and law, 
and return to its fealty, organize under its 
Constitution, as it was before, and would be 
now but for tbe revolt, and thus place itself in 
harmony with the Federal government. Thus, 
all that was suspended, by revolt, will be re- 
stored to action. 

But will not the dominant powers require 
terms other than these? Will they not re- 
quire the revolted States, as condition prece- 
dent to a restoration of their relations, to 
adopt either immediate or gradual emancipa- 
tion? These are grave questions, and sugges- 
tive of a dangerous and wicked experiment. 
We trust to plighted word and constitutional 
faith as guaranty against such an issue. Noth- 
ing but disregard of honor and the principles 
of humanity can force such an issue, and we 
will not invite an evil by battling it into be- 
irg. The afflictions pressing upon us claim our 
immediate efforts. When others come we 
shall meet them. "Sufficient unto the day is 
tbe evil thereof." 

The States, by rebellion, did not lose their 
status as States in the Union. Their harmo- 
nious and peaceful relations only were dis- 
turbed. By rebellion tbey invoked the mili- 
tary to supersede the civil rule during the 




only if 



precisely upon the terms it stood when thos? 
relations were broken. 

It is the duty of our government, wben the 
armed rebel* are driven from or subdued in a 
revolted State, to protect and encourage the 
loyally-disposed citizens remaining, in at once 
organizing their State, and by the election of 
all its officers- State and Federal -as provided 
for in their constitution and laws, place the 
State in organized harmony with the govern- 
ment. Humanity and tbe cause of constitu- 
tional liberty demands this course. Who shall 
bepnnished, will be a question for the civil 
tribunals to determine. To prevent crime is 
tbe object of humane punishment; not to re- 
venge wrong. Revenge finds no sanction in 
the laws, and awakes no risponsive throb ia 
the besom of humanity. If 'he prodigal returns 
let a nation rejoice! The nearest anl dearest 
relations of lifs have been rudely severed by 
the rebellion. If return to dnty by submis- 
sion to tbe laws, with penitence for the past, 
and amnesty judiciously proclaimed, haa a 
balm for our many wounds, let it be applied; 
let us be healed of this great woe! 

Wbrn the rebellion is suppressed, and the 
national authority restered, we will have the 
save Constitution, the same goverment, the 
same nationality we bad before onr peace was 
broken, our prosperity checked, and our se- 
curity endangered by rebellion. We will I 
have bad a painful, but it may not be an un- 
prrfi able les-on. We wUl have learned to 
observe constitutional faith, and that to re- 
spect the rights of each other is essential to the 

C'ace and security of aU. We shall have 
arned tbat "life, liberty, property, aad tbe 
pursuit of happiness" arc the common right 
of all— each holding it by equal constitutional 
sanctity; that this pertains as much to him 
who sleeps in cottage home as to him who 
dwells in palatial halls; tbat free government 
knows no distinctions in right, but assures all 
alike; tbat no consequence is given to one spe- 
cies of property above that of another; that 
all lives, and all consciences are equally pro- 
tected by free government. 

Kentuckians, we have suffered much. This 
rebellion has invaded the sanctities and dis- 
rupted tbe ties of the holiest and dearest rela- 
tionships. It has pierced with anguish the 
throbbing hearts of our people. We nave 
been invaded by hetstiUt armies) and harassed 
with teuei marauder". Our "life, liberty, 
property, Rn( j happiness" have been buffeted 
by rebellion. And, to fill our cup of bitter- 
ness, we have been misunderstood and dis- 
trusted by people of other loyal States, and 
misconstrued by rebels at home and abroad. 
Because we insist noon the observance of what 
we regard as constitutional faith, and upon 
respect being had to perscnsl and property 
rights, we have been held on the one baad to 
be of doubtful loyalty, and claimed on the 
other aa in sympathy with and ready to join 
tbe rebellion. Our recent elections; it is to be 
hoped, will forever put to rest and quiet this 
question. Kentucky has ever been, note is, and 
ahroys will remain, loyal to the government s/ 
cur fathers. 

The loyalty of Kentucky does not rest upon 
attachment to, or dislike of, any species of 
property ; but is founded upon tbe immovable 
devotion of her people to the principle* .oi 
covftiturional liberty. 

Kentucky cannot be shaken in her fidelity 
to the constitutional unity of our government. 
We "cherish a cordial, habitual, and immova- 
ble attachment to it; accustoming ourselves 
to think and speak ot it as a palladium of our 
liberties, watching for its preservation with 
jealous anxiety.'' And while she retains re- 
spect for the memory and confidence in the 
virtue and wisdom of its founders, the will 
cling to that Constitution and that Union as 
the only place of safety and rest, on earth or 
amongst men, for her faith and hope of a free 
government. 

But when measures are adopted to crush 
the rebellion which we deem unwise or un- 
just, we will not approve, but will exercia* 
our right to oppose and correct in a legitimate 
way. Because we furnish the means, we do 
not commit ourselves in favor ot the modes of 
applying tbem. It is our duty to supply the 
means; the duty of others to apply them. 
Those charged with the application are res- 
ponsible for *mv misdirection or abuse of the 
means. We are responsible for the means; 
they for the expenditure. We arm and equip 
the soldier, but do not approve when he plun- 
ders or robs. We will not sanction acts vio- 
lative of constitutional right, but we will not 
therefore neglect the use of every necessary 
means to protect and defend the constitution 
sga nst rebel efforts to destroy it, merely be- 
cause somebody does not understand or regard 
its provisions as we do. 

The recent elections clearly aad unm ; s- 
takably define the popular will and puMie 
judgment of Kentucky. It is settled tbat 
Kentucky will, with unwavering faith, and 
unswerving purpose, stand by and support 
the government in every effort to suppress 
the rebellion and maintain the Union. That 
for this purpose she will "davote the whole 
resources of our government to crush the 
present can 
restore the 
volted States." 

But whilst so devoting onr whole 
to uphold and maintain the government 
agsicst rebellion, the same devotion to con- 
stitutional liberty will equally impel her to 
oppose her will to all unconatituuonsJ, all 
wicked, unwise, or hurtful measures of policy, 
which may be suggested or adopted in the 
prosecution of our defensive war. This she 
will do through the peaceful medium of the 
1 allot box, by the persuasions of argnraen*. 
and the legitimate force of our constituted 
tribunals. 

We will make no faeti us opposition: will 
ndont no mode of opposition which can ia any 
manner check or retard those charged witt 
tbe administration of tbe Governmdnt in any 
legitimate effort to suppress the rebellion and 
restore the national authority ov«r the revolt- 
ed States. 

Kentucky will not affiliate with those at 
home, or in ether States, whose manifest ob- 
ject is, under pretence of opposition le sw 
measures, to covtr their real purpose of crip- 
pling the energies of our Government, paralyz 
ing its arm of just defence, and forwarding I 
the aims of the rebellion. 

The recent vote of Kentucky proclaims that 
she will not fraternize with rebellion, either 1 earnest -o 
open or covert ; and with equal emphasis that tur comic 
she will not fraternize with those who would 
pervert our just defence into a fanatical war 
upon tbe constitutional rights aad liberties of 
the people ot the Southern States. But firm- 
ly and immovably poised upon her own just, 
loyal, and proud constitutional centre, Ken- 
tucky will maintain the right, and support 
the Constitution of tbe Union by all the pow- 
ers and modes sanctioned by the wisdom of a 
humane experience and a just and legal war- 
tare. ''Men and money" to crush the re- 
bellion; votes and argument to correct legis- 
lative, or executive policy, when erroneous. 
This is tbe proclaimed and deliberate will of 
Kentucky. This Is her right and duty. She 
will maintain her right, and do her duty. 

We affiliate with the loyal men North aad 
South, whose object and policy is to pbbsbbvb 
the Uaios and the Coistitvtios, unchanged 
and unbroken, and to restore the people to har- 
mony and peace with the government as they 
were be/ore the rebellion. 

It is not a restored Union— not a reconstruct- 
ed Union— that Kentucky desires; butapr*- 
servtd Union, and a restored peace upon consti- 
tutional basis. 

Kentucky bails with satisfaction the demon- 
stration of conservative sentiment, man t'-ste-i 
by the recent elections of many of her sister 
States, and looks to tbe co-operation of con- 
servative men a t the hope of a vigorous and 
proeecutionrjof our

Until the rebellion dismis s e s ita appeal, sad 
coneents to the civil rule, the law must be ex- 
pounded by the rules of the power to wb 
tbey bave appealed. The power to I 
rebellion is limited oaly by she i 
country ehan it exists, aad by ' 
civilized nations. When the rebellion is i 
pressed, and the rebels consent to submit to 
the civil instead of the military rule, then the 
civil will take the place of the military, aad 
judicial precedent will again become the rule 
ot interpretation. Those who appeal from the 
civil to the military authorities, are great sim- 
pletons if tbey expect the argument of the ba- 
yonet to be constructed upoa judicial prece- 
de nt.

When 
organized so as to be in position to call a con- 
vention, it wilt be in harmony with its Fed- 
eral relations, being all the time in and of the 
Union, and a sovereign State of the Union;

rights. To require such a convention would 
t* an admission of the right; to admit tbe 
right of such convention would be to concede 
the Tight of secession, and thus vindicate the 
right claimed by rebellion. 

It is because we deny the power of such 
conventions, either to bind or loose, and re- 
gard their acts as nullities, that we claim the 
revolted States as still of us— bound to us by 
Constitutional obligation— and, therefore, we 
are enforcing the observance of duty. We 
cannot, without ourselves becoming rebels to 
the Constitution, deny the return of a State 
to its peaceful relations to the government,

engaged in Morgan's raids or attached to guer- 
illa parties, causes us to be overwhelmed with 
complaining communications from loyal citi- 
zens resident in every part of the State. The 
practice is severely and justly deprecated, for 
j it gives a feeling of insecurity and is dis- 
couraging to those who have fought and suf- 
fered to drive the scoundrels from th* State. 
There is no honor or faith among them, and 
with rare exceptions they will violate all their 
oaths the first convenient opportunity. When 
tbey reach home tbey are petted, and ovations 
are offered to them ; they are insolent in their 
conduct and defiant and supercilious in their 
conversation. Unless they commit an overt 
act, tbey are under the protection of the na- 
tional honor, but they will not hesitate to 
impart all necessary information to their 
rebel friends, and there is not a Union officer 
at home in our State, resting from his labors 
or recuperating from bis prostration or 
wounds, who is not liable any night to 
be seized in his bed, through their conni- 
vance, and hurried off to a loathsome 
Confederate prison. A distinguished Fed- 
eral commander expresses the very gene- 
ral sentiment when he tells us it would be far 
better to send all this class of prisoners uncon- 
ditionally beyond our lines, that they may 
come back openly with arms in their hands, 
rather than to suffer them to brood here at 
home, hatch treason, and be preparing at any 
favorable moment to join a band to plunder 
banks, despoil villages, or commit highway 
robbery and murder. It may appear inhuman 
to refuse the petition of friends and relatives 
who importune our military authorities to 
grant releasee, bat the whole history of these 
discharges reveals the sad experience that not 
one men in one hundred who has returned 
from the Southern army and token the oath 
of allegiance has adhered to it in its honest 
spirit. They took tbe oath before they went 
away ; they have repeated the oath time and 
again to subserve their purposes; and they 
will continue to swear just as long as our au- 
thorities are simple enough to be bamboozled 
by them. Tbe lists of prisoners confined at 
Camp Chase have been sent to various coun- 
ties in Kentucky, and it is always found that 
more than half of them had previously taken 
tbe oath and given bond. 

There is no extenuation for this mistaken 
lenity. It is not the way either to encourage 
or reward the devoted loyalty of Kentucky; 
her farmers have lost two-thirds of their 
horses; their entire forage has been destroyed; 
htr merchants have been robbed; her citizens 
killed and her women insulted. It has cost 
her millions upon millions to adhere stead- 
fastly to the Union; she has given nearly one- 
half of her voting population to the Union 
arms; she is responding nobly to the la3t 
call for more troops ; and she has a right to 
demand that these rebels should be kept away 
from her borders when her sons leave their 
families defenceless to fight for the integrity 
of the Union. Are men who have aided to 
burn our towns, to destroy our county records, 
and to entail endless lawsuits upon posterity, 
the fit recipients of lenient treatment? If 
such execrable crimes were committed in 
peaceful times. they would be severely pun- 
ished, and retribution would follow quickly; 
but, when they are rendered doubly flagrant 
by being accompanied by act* of insurrection 
against the government, there seems to he not 
merely immunity from punishment, but the 
rogues are actually protected. Among Mor- 
gan's men are those who burned bridges to 
endanger the lives of innocent travellers; 
shall they be permitted to return? Shall those 
whose hearts are festering" with their rotten 
promises bring tbe stench to our dwellings? 
There is no purifying influence in an oath of 
allegiance to burn out their venom and ma- 
lignity. And it is everywhere observable 
that those rebels who have manly honor 
about them never apply for release; the appli- 
cations come from the very dregs of tbe Con- 
federate camps and the lowest of the guerilla 
gangs, who want to be at large again to 
renew their deeds of infamy. We are 
the advocates of mercy; we are so 
from natural impulse, and because we are 
told to forgive those who trespass against us 
as we hope to have our own trespasses for- 
given ; but it is a mistaken leniency to permit 
these men to come back among us; many of 
them were drunken, cowardly dogs before 
they went, and society was happily relieved of 
them, and some of them were delivered from 
our jails by the guerillas, where they were 
under confinement for murder. In the name, 
then, of all that Kentucky has sacrificed and 
suffered ; in the name of the noble men we 
have given to the Union armies; in the name 
of insulted women and families beggared by 
these scoundrels in their various raids; in the 
name of true mercy and of stern justice, we 
protest against the return of any of the men 
captured with Morgan or any of the guerilla 
bands. 



Late and Important News from Rich- 
mond. — A correspondent in Washington fur- 
nishes us with the following interesting and 
important news from Dixie. He says: 

A gentleman, whose name is withheld be- 
cause of trouble likely to result to relatives, 
has arrived here from Richmond, where he 
has resided the greater part of his life, though 
a native of Baltimore. H« is truthful and in- 
telligent, and his statements are entitled to 
full reliance, for he makes no pretentions to 
tell w bat the rebels are doing or are about to do 
—regarding all such stories as mere speculation, 
negatived almost always by the secrecy with 
which the rebels conduct everything. All that 
came under his personal observation is of in- 
terest 

He escaped, after perilous undertakings to 
evade the wholesale conscription now going 
on. Men, he says, are now taken wherever 
they may be found by the provost guard, and, 
unless well known, are not given a day in 
which to arrange their affairs. None escape, 
no substitutes being allowed. Those who are 
lame, or have lost a limb, are seized with the 
rich and poor alike, and sent to do some duty 
not purely military, so that an able-bodied 
man can be spared from that sphere. Noth- 
ing, he adds, could be more unpopular, even 
if the late Federal victories had not covered 
the South with gloom, than this universal 
conscription. 

It is creating a widespread dissatisfaction 
that must eventually lead to a feeling every- 
where like that throughout North Carolina. 
Of the existence of a Union sentiment even in 
Richmond, he is quite confident, and mentions 
the name of several, who, like himself, have 
been looked on with suspicion. The utter 
worthles8ne8S of Confederate scrip is causing 
a vast deal of .distrust, the market being con- 
stantly flooded, by the fact that it is all afloat 
in efforts to convert it into real estate, <fcc. 

Car tains Sawyer and Flynn have not been 
executed, and it is now thought that they will 
not be.

have misused prisoners most brutally, treating 
non-combatants with the same rigor as those 
taken in arms for the Union cause; and they 
have used torpedoes, poisoned balls, and all 
tbe hellish devices which the spirit of Ate ever 
devised ; but the bare idea of exposing prison- 
ers as a shield for their own protection, seems 
too revolting to have been engendered even in 
tbe foul brain of this accursed rebellion. It 
seems to be the darling object of 
the rebels in their desperation to make 
the contest abhorrent to humanity, 
and so to arouse all the malignant passions ef 
human nature that the belligerents may be 
transformed to fiends, and thus induce the in- 
terposition of "the civilized world in the in- 
terests of humanity." But in this they will 
fail. The Government of the United States 
will take every proper means to protect its 
soldiers, and its strong arm can be stretched 
far enough and effectively enough to afford 
them protection even when confirmed in rebel 
prisons. The Confederates have dared much. 
They have tempted high heaven by their ini- 
quities, their perfidy, and their cruelties; but 
they dare not do a deed which would call up- 
on them the execration of tbe world, and go 
far toward shutting forever all the avenues to 
reconciliation between the now sundered sec- 
tions of tbe Union. We look, therefore, upon 
the declaration of the Enquirer as an idle 
vaunt and a ridiculous threat, which would 
not have excited our notice were it not that 
its very impudence ruffled our temper at first. 

|gy*We published, yesterday, a letter of 
the Hon. Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, in relation 
to the rebel currency. He gives a deplorable 
picture of the Confederate finances. He shows 
that the Confederacy cannot live. He suggests 
no remedy for the awful evils existing in the 
South. He points out the horrid condition of 
things as if merely to taunt and torture the 
rebel authorities and the rebel people. And 
yet he was the master-spirit of Georgia seces- 
sion.

Military events do not seem to h o 
made very rapid progress during the last - >W 
days, but there can be little or no doub. iat 
the general condition of affairs will within a 
short period be exceedingly altered. 
St?ele and Gen. Price, each in 
army of probably thirty or thirty -fi *e thousand 
men, are reported very near each other in Ar- 
kansas, both ot them intent upon a genera 
and decisive engagement. Gen. Price and 
his men are a foe not to be lightly regarded, 
but we have all confidence in Gen. Steele and 
his army. We do not believe that the latter 
ean be tonquered or successfully resisted by 
any force that can be brought against them in 
that section. Of course a complete victory of 
Steele, a victory like those we read of in Eu- 
ropean wars, a victory involving the com- 
plete rout and dispersion of the rebel troops, 
would leave tbe whole of Arkansas and Texas 
to our undisputed and unresisted control. It 
would be an event of great moment in its 
bearings upon the rebellion. 

In Tennessee, matter are evidently hasten- 
ing to a crisis. Gen. Rosecrans is marching 
on Gen. Bragg at Chattanooga, and Gen. 
Burntide upon Gen. Buckner at Knoxville. 
Bragg and Buckner are strongly entrenched 
in their respective positions, and we think it 
by no means certain that they are inferior to 
the Federal Generals in the number of forces, 
Bragg having been undoubtedly reinforcd 
with ten thousand men from Gen. Joe John- j 
stun s command. But Rosecrans and Burn- 
side are veterans at the head of veterans. 
They are vigorously taking the offensive, and 
are far too good Generals to attack without 
the best chances of victory. We shall have 
stirring intelligence from them soon, and, if 
they win suctess, they will thereby redeem a 
vital portion of tbe Confederacy, rendering 
tbe rebels powerless forever hereafter. The 
rebels can scarcely bear a defeat in Arkansas, 
and they certainly cannot bear one at all ia 

But the two largest armies upon the conti- 
nent are those watching and threatening each 
ether between Washington and Richmond 
They, like tbe other great confronting bodies 
we bave mentioned, are likely to come soon 
in collision. The shock cannot long be de- 
ferred without ruin to Lee and his host. He 
no dcubt realizes that three months of inac- 
tion under such circumstances as now exist 
would be as fatal to him and the rebellion as 
tbe losing of a great battle. The Confederacy 
is breaking rapidly down. It lacks the means 
of continuing the war, and the leader of its 
chief army must strike whether he feels pre- 
pared or not But beyond all doubt he is quite 
well prepared, and he wiU strike with all the 
energy and strength that hope darkening to 
desperation can give. There have been sever- 
eral terrible battles, with varying fortunes, 
between the Army of the Potomac and the 
Army of Virginia, and the next will 
unquestionably be the most terrible of 
al', and we trust that it will be the last of 
all. It will certainly be the last if the Federal 
forces are victorious. And they must be vic- 
torious. Troops raised by the draft are con- 
tinually pouring by tens of thousands into 
Meade's army, and, if that vast body is wielded 
with even half the skill that its officers are 
reputed to possess, it will, when the tug of 
battle shall come, annihilate all opposition. 
The flower of the Southern chivalry will go 
down before it as the flowers of the field go 
down before the scythe in the hands of a 
strong mower. 

Thus, in all human probability, three grand 
battles are about to take place. Upon the re- 
sult of all or a part of them, it depends 
whether the rebel Confederacy shall perish at 
once as a political power or drag out a miser- 
able existence for some months longer. If 
the Federal arms are triumphant in the mo- 
mentous struggles that the world is soon to 
witness, nothing but the armed intervention 
of foreign nations can keep tbe North and the 
South from a speedy and glorious anion with 
each other.

How the North Carolina Pulse Beats.— 
Th. following incident affords another strik- 
ing illustration of the temper of the people of 
North Carolina: On the 8th a vessel ran the 
blockade at Cape Fear river.

CHAPTER 55. 
AN ACT to change the time appointed by 
law for the meeting of the General Assem- 
bly. 

W hereas, in the present unsettled condition 
of tbe country, it is important that the next 
General Assembly, nearly all the members of 
which will be fresh from the people, should 
convene at as early a day as practicable after 
the August election; therefore, 

g L Be it enacted by the General Ateembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentusky, That the 
General Assembly, which, under tbe Consti- 
tution, is to meet in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty. one, shall convene on the first 
Monday in September next 

Approved May 24, 1861.

siderable reward to any one who should bring 
in to him one of these shells which should 
bave failed to explode.

It is a sufficient answer to the writ that 
he is so held; and when the fact is sufficiently 
notorious, the interference of a court is sheer

The constitution does not give the Presi- 
dent power to suspend the wnt; but it does 
give Congress that power; and Congress has 
conferred on the President, in case of formida- 
ble rebellion against the laws, belligerent 
rights to put it down, and the law makes the 
President judge when such rebellion exists, 
and requires him to give due notice of his de- 
cision.

That 
strength in our government consists in the 
respect of the people for the law* and consti- 
tuted an hoi itit s. and whoever oppose the ex- 
ecution of the laws, whether by open rebel- 
lion or by secret combinations, or tevhes othsrs 
to do so. is an enemy to republican liberty. 
That the course ot that portion of the Dem- 
ocratic party who have not forgotten the dy in £ 
injunction of Stephen A. Douglas, and who 
have nobly rallied under their country's stwid- 
urd in this hour of trouble, meets our hearty 
and patriotic admiration ; and, that, in view 
of the extraordinary difficulties and embar- 
rassments which have involved the national 
and State affairs during the present atrocious 
rebellion, the efforts of the constituted au- 
thorities of the national and State Govern- 
ments commend themselves to our highest 
respect for the zeal, ability, and fidelity with 
which they have been marked.

"My letter to you demanding the surrender 
of Fort Sumpter and Morris Island, and threat- 
ening in default thereof to open fire upon 
Charleston, was delivered near Fort Wagner 
at 11:16 A. M. on the 21st, and should 
have arrived at your headquarters in time to 
have pei milted your answer to reach me within 
the limit assigned, namely, four hours. 

"The met that you were absent from your 
headquarters at the time of its arrival may 
te regarded as an unfortunate circumstance 
for tbe city of Charleston, but it is one for 
which I clearly am not responsible 

"This letter bore date at my headquarters, 
and was officially delivered by an officer of 
my sttff. The inadvertent omission of my 
signature doubtless affords ground for spe?ial 
pleading, but it is not the argument of a com- 
mander solicitous only tor the safety of sleep- 
ing women and children and unarmed men. 

"Your threats of retaliation for acts of mine 
which you do not allege to be in violation of 
tbe usages of civilized warfare, except as re- 
gard* the length of time allowed as notice of 
my intention, are passed by without comment. 

"I will, however, call your attention to the 
well-established principle that the command- 
er of a place attacked but not invested, hav-

"Even bad not this letter been written, the 
city of Charleston has had, according to your 
cwn computation, forty days' notice of her 
danger; (luring that time my attack upon her 
defense ■ has steadily progressed.

If, under the circumsian- 
cea, tbe life of a single non-combatant is ex- 
posed to peril by the bombardment of the city,

They 
settled the matter, however, by picking out 
the three best-looking oues, who all turned 
out to be privates; so the officers owed their 
safety to their lack of physiognomy — a new 
feature in military strategy. While this was 
coing on at the main land, the pickets on tbe 
i each Eide, under tbe acting master's mate, 
found fit to engage and repulse the rebel pick- 
et force in that quarter without loss on our 
side.

Information having been received that a 
naval expedition was to be sent up the Rap- 
pahannock to retake the gunboats Satellite 
and Reliance, Gen. Kilpatrkk was directed to 
nove down with his cavalry division and co- 
might require. 

In accordance with these instructions Kil- 
patrick moved yesterday morning to tbe vi- 
cinity of Corbin's Neck, where the captured 
gunboats were lying, causing the rebel caval- 
ry in tbe neighborhood to precipitately ford 
the river. Finding no gunboats apoea ed to 
engage tbe Reliance and Satellite, he 
tbe batteries of Elder and Fuller to 
tbem. 

The boats were moored to the shore oppo- 
site Corbin's Neck, and having no steam up 
they were nnable to escape. They were thor- 
oughly riddled and disabled, and can never be 
again used by the enemy. 

The enemy played on our force for a short 
time with a few field pieces without damage, 
but were speedily quieted. These boats were 
merely tugs altered for navy business. 

Deserters now coming in report that Lee's 
army is generally discussing another raid 
across the Potomsc. There must have been 
certain indications or expressions dropped by 
those high in command to warrant the as- 
sumption. Tbe reported demoralization of 
Lee's army is much exaggerated.

AUTO TO IT? 
Mt. Stbrling, Ky., Sept. 1, 1803. 

There is not a little apprehension felt here 
at present as to tbe future. For the last four 
weeks there has scarcely been a night but 
what the Ptock on some farm was stolen, or 
some dwel'.ing-hcuse or store robbed, in this 
and Bath county. The whole country seem3 
to be infested with little squads of rebel gue- 
rillas. Wh?re they come trom, aud whose 
c< mniand they belong to, no one knows. 
Though there is no regular rebel army be- 
tween this place and the rebel lines in Vir- 
ginia J et it 18 absolutely dangerous to go 
even a few miles autside of the picket lines 
of 'the post Nor is this state of things as- 
cribaole to tbe inefficiency of our military nere. 

They est doing their duty. Companies of 
cavalry are constantly on the scoui, and &s 
cons antly killing and taking prisoners these 
rebel robbers. But the scoundrels are hard to 
catch. Thpy hide in daytime in the bush and 
in corn-fields, or in the bouses of their sym- 
pathizing friends. At night they make for 
tbe premises of some loyal man, and usually 
rob him of his money and horses, when they 
leave again, no one knows where, but of 
course toward the mountains and Virginia. 
In tbe last few days they have become bolder. 
A large company of them drove in our ad- 
vance post a few nights ago. A large scout 
was sent out, before which they retired in 
haste. 

From citizens of the mountains we learn 
that there is increased activity among tbem— 
that they come and go as it on reconnoitering 
expeditions. Everything has the appearance 
of another contemplated raid, and thU time 
by way of Whitesburg, from theXbrces of Gen. 
Freston. 

'1 be opinion here is shared almost univer- 
sally that unless speedy step? are taken to pre- 
vent, there will be a raid ot considerable im- 
portance, if it has not already commenced, 
as npny confidently assert. 

But, it may be said, why should there be a 
raid now, when Burn&ide is in East Tennes- 
see? This is tbe very time for the raid to be 
made. Every rebel under General Preston's 
command knows that, in a few days, tbe 14th 
and 10th Kentucky Cavalry will be mustered 
cut of the service, their time being out. 1 
know that this is just as much talked of amonir 
tbe rebels ss among us. If there are no other 
tioops sent here to supply their places, what 
will prevent them trom coming down? 
Nothing. I know, furthermore, that tbey do 
cot believe that other troops will be sent 
here. They predicate this belief upon the 
ground that Burnside took his troops nearly 
all with him on his march— leaving only 
enough to protect the Kentucky Central Rail- 
road and his camp at Hickman Bridge. Now, 
what can they gain in the event of a auccaes- 
ful raid in this region? Immediately! Their 
cattle supply market is cut off, and they must 
have beef. In this and Bath county, and the 
country contiguous, they can get over three 
thousand of tbe finest head, together with a 
large number of horses and mules. Is this 
not an object tbey would desire to acoomali sh ? 

Thsy will not pretend to undertone a raid 
fosa wider object Tney can also get woollen 
j<ans snd merchandise to any amount All 
this they need and must have before winter, 
and to attain it they will most certainly risk 
much, and that in a very thort time. 

But all this can be prevented bv timely ac- 
tion. Let the authorities be wide awake to 
the movements of Preston and bis hungry 
gang. He has some 2,500 men under him, 
scattered at different points along the Virginia 
aud Tennessee Railroad, one half of whom 
are mounted. If Burnside gets Knoxville, he

son, has written an opinion "on the legal 
condition of the revolted States on the con- 
clusion of the war for the suppression of re- 
bellion, and this opinion is concurred in by 
the whole bench, including Chief Justice 
Taney.

Thi Crurai or WaTaa-caasB.— The water- 
oreas is cultivated upon an extensive scale in 
the adjacent districts of country for the Lon- 
don market. Tbe following description of its 
cultivation is from the "Cottage Gardener s 
Dictionary . "The trenches in which water- 
cresees are grown are so prepared that, as 
nearly as possible, a regular depth of 3 or 4 
inches can be kept up. These trenches are • 
yards broad and PT yards long, and whenever 
one is to be planted tbe bottom is made quite 
firm and slightly sloping, so that the water 
which flows In at one end may run out at tbe 
other. If tbe bottom of the trench is not suf- 
ficiently moist, a small body of water is al- 
lowed to enter to soften it. Tbe cresses arc 
then divided into small sets or cuttings, with 
roots attached to them, and these are placed at 
a distance of 3 or 4 inches from each other. 
At tie end of five or six days a slight dressing 
of well-decomposed cowdung is spread over 
all the plants, and this is pressed down by 
means of a heavy hoard, to which a long han- 
dle s obliquely fixed. The water is then 
raised to tbe depth of 2 or 3 inches, but never 
higher. Each trench is thus planted annu- 
ally, and furnishes twelve crops daring the 
season. In tbe summer the cresses are gath- 
ered everv fifteen or twenty days, hut lees fre- 
quently during winter; care is taken that at 
each gathering at least a third part of the bed 
is left untouched, so that neither the roots may 
be exhausted nor the succeeding gathering 
delayed. After every catting, a little decayed 
rduag. la the proportion of two Urge bar- 
~ ■ to each trench, is spread over the 
plants, and this is beaten down by 
I of the rammer above-mentioned. After 
tbe cresses have been thus treated for a 
twelvemonth, the manure forms a tolorabl y 
thick layer at the bottom of the trench, and 
tends to raise its level.

How to T>av Sweet Coax.— When the 
corn is in good condition for eating, the grains 
being rally grown, boil a quantity ot ears just 
enough to cook the starch, and then let them 
cool and drv a sew boars, and then shell or cut 
off the grainssjBd spread them in the sun till 
dried. Tbe best way to dry the corn is to nail 
a piece of doth of" very "open texture on a 
frame, which if two feet wide and five feet long, 
will be of convenient sire to handle. If the 
corn is spread thinly upon this cloth it will dry 
quickly, without souring.

ered with a piece of mosquito netting to keep 
of tbe flies.

WTTH Makxrl. — Tbe difficulty 
\ is, that there is too much 
drouth. A rick, mellow soil is, in part, a pre- 
ventive of this. A coat of straw, sawdust 
tan bark, or almost any covering, will prevent 
the sun from striking the soil, and the ground 
will consequently be kept more moist. But 
these ss>pli<;ation* require labor. To rcmedi 
this, when manure is applied to enrich your 
land, let it be done as much as possible as a 
top-dressing, we mean on grain as well as 
meadows or pastors. Draw rank manure — 
any manure — early in the fall upon your mea- 
dows or crass land* spread at once; but on

The 
principal point is tbe threat of Beauregard to 
retaliate in the most severe manner if Gilmore 
B^ain fired into Charleston without giving 
due notice for the removal of non-bombatanU. 
The Daily Dispatch says that the conference 
between Commissioner Ould for the Confed- 
erate States and Meredith for Lincoln, in re- 
lation to the exchange of prisoners, did not 
obtain favorable results. The Yankee Com- 
missioner has pone back for the purpose of 
consulting his government upon the terms re- 
quired by the Confederate Commission»T. 

Its leading editorial on the division of the 
North is as follows: ' There is no good reason 
in our opinion to calculate upon any division 
among Northern people of an extent suffi cient 
to be very beneficial to us; for the natural 
effects ot disunion — causes which mu3t disrupt 
society and separate the populations of the 
North— time is necessary. 

A correspondent of the Atlanta Appeal wri- 
ti' g from Chattanooga says ten or twelve men 
were killed during the bombardment of that 
place, several shells also striking near General 
Polk's headquarters. 

The rebels have captured several schooners 
on Chesapeake Bay with the gunffoat Satellite, 
which they burned in the Rappahannock riv- 
er last week. 

The Star has received information from the 
Shenandoah Valley to the effect that leading 
rebtls in that quarter are transferring their ' 
property to men who make some pretensions 
to being Union men. This is of course onlv 
done under pretence of sale of property to 
save it from confiscation under the law of Coa- 
grefs. 

Mosby. the guerilla, was met near Upper- 
ville, on Wednesday last, by a person who 
knew him. He was in a wagon, accompa- 
nied by a guard of srbotit sixty men. He was 
wounded by two shots in the breast and one 
in the back in Monday's fight. He appeared 
entirely unconscious, and had the livid ap- 
pearance of death. He was sheltered from 
the sun by umbrellas, and the cavalcade 
moved at a funeral pace. 

Difficulties of so serious a character have 
grown up between the settlers and the Indians 
in Btfftt county that the Indian Bureau, as an 
act of humanity to the Indians, has ordered 
their removal from the limits of the county. 

Late North Carolina papers bring accounts 
of numerous peace meetings throughout ths 
State. 

The Raleigh Standard still continues it* de- 
nunciations of Davis's tyranny, and public 
speaktrs openly advocate a return to the 
Union. The counter revolution ia the old 
North State is rapidly assuming formidable 
dimensions, and will sweep everything before 
it. 

Memphis, August 27. 
A lot of guerillas under command of Col. 
Street, estimated at 300, made a raid on Lafay- 
ette, distant from this city 85 miles, and de- 
stroyed a few miles of the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Before they could do much more damige 
I a Federal force of 150 made a charge on them. 
They retired and our cavalry pursued. At one 
o'clock a portion had returned, bringing back 
three wounded, one badly, of our forces. The 
cavalry which returned got separated from 
the main force. 

Philadelphia, August 30. 

A refugee from Richmond says that several 
Charleston ians had recently arrived at the 
former city, and that no hopes were enter- 
tained for the doomed city. The residents 
generally were opposed to any resistance 
which would lead to its destruction, and, as 
for the barricaded streets, etc., of which the 
Southern papers speak, our informant states 
tbat it is all moonshine. The strength of the 
rebels in and around Charleston is notknown. 
The negroes are all «fcrmed and pressed into 
the service. 

A late Southern paper states tbat it is esti- 
mated that the whole number of soldiers now 
in the Confederate army and now organizing 
for the field is 575,000. and that this does not 
reach one half the fighting population. The 
numbers are no doubt greatly exgggerated, or 
Davis would never have consented to call out 
a half million of negroes. This proposition 
has, I lenrn, long been spoken of in the South, 
and a majority of the people are greatly op- 
posed to it, on the ground tbat the slaves, 
when armed, will turn against their own mas- 
ters. 

Great dissatisfaction still exists in Lee's 
army among the Alabama, Mississippi, and 
North Carolina regiments, all of whom are 
tired of the war. 

Under the recent rebel conscript act but few 
are obtained. On this account Davis has deter- 
n.inid to call on the blacks, all of the white 
fighting population having been exhausted. 
Tbe arming of the negroes is hailed with joy 
by the abolitionists of this city, who allege 
that the slaves will now fight their own way 
to freedom. 

New York, Aug. 30. 

The Herald's Warrenton Junction special 
of the 30th has just received a despatch from 
Fairfax station Baying that five men of White's 
guerillas were captured near that place this 
mcrning.who state that Mosby was shot twice 
in the bowels and breast, and he had been ta- 
ken to Richmond.

The prisoners do not 
doubt the report, as he was pronounced mor- 
tally wounded.

St. Lons, August 31. 
Tbe Republican's Memphis correspondent, 
speaking of matters in Arkansas, says that 
Gen. Price with 25,000 rebels is at Bayou Me- 
tarie, a strong point on White river, 14 miles 
above Duvall's Bluff, where a battle is expect- 
ed to la fought. 

Our forces are now at Duvall's Bluff, 54 
miles from Lit lie Rock. This point will prob- 
ably be made tbe base of supplies, as it c in be 
reached by the White river at the lowest sUge 
of water.

The Europe refers to the fact, that in March 
last Secretary Seward declared that President 
Lincoln and his Cabinet would never tolerate 
a monarchical government in Mexico, and it 
anticipates immediate war if the Emperor of 
France does not confine himself to a demand 
for indemnity and leave Mexico a republic. 

Nothing is known of the movements of the 
Confederate privateer Florida since she was 
last seen off Inscaro on the evening of the 
20th of August. 

Speculations have been afloat as to the ob- 
ject ot tbe Florida's visit to British waters. 
One report is that it was for the purpose of 
taking on board Mr. Mason, who is about re- • 
turning to the South. Mr. Mason, it is an- 
nounced, had gone to Ireland on a visit to Earl 
Mouongbmere. 

It is announced by tbe last steamer that the 
ship Eagle bad arrived at Liverpool, from 
Bermuda, with the silver bars taken out of 
the American ship B. F. Hoxie by the Florida. 

The Shipping Gazette says it is reported 
that the silver bars will be restored to the 
original consignees. The silver was shipped 
by an English house, and insured in London 
for tbe full amount. 

It is also stated- that the commander of tbe 
Florida, on hearing ot this fact, resolved to 
restore it to the rightful owners. 

The Army and Navy Gazette saya it is grat- 
ifying to know tbat the Government is not 
blind to the dangers of a difficulty with Amer- 
ica, nor is it indifferent to tiie perils of a 
rupture which we trust the good sense of 
all respectable Americans will aid us in ar- 
resting. 

The same journal adds: It is with no wish 
to flatter the great republican tyranny which 
is now raising its head on the North Ameri- 
can continent that we again record our con- 
viction ot tbe ultimate success of the military 
means that the North has set to work to crush 
the heroic efforts of the South.

A charge was immediately made, the rebel 
rifle pits carried, and the rebels driven aooss 
the bridge, which tbey took up behind them. 
We lost one killed and one wounded. We 
captured five prisoners. The enemy left for 
dead on the ground one officer, one sergeant, 
and two men. They also carried off a number 
of dead. Tbe bridge being impassable, and 
the object of the expedition being entirely 
returned with

Advices from Fort Gibson to the 24th say 
Gen. Blunt, with six thousand men and 
twelve pieces of artillery, crossed Arkansas 
river on the 23d, but the enemy* declined bat- 
tle, and fell back. The rebel force is estima- 
ted at '2,000. 

There is considerable sickness at Fort Gib- 
son, but few deaths, however. The small- 
pox prevails to some extent among the Indi- 
ans in that neighborhood, aad many had 
died. 

It was reported at Fort Scott on the 28th 
that Blunt bad a battle, and had been whip- 
ped, with a loss of three hundred. 

Sak Francisco, Sept. 1. 

An immense Union mass meeting was held 
in the city last evening, which was addressed 
by Collector Low, Starr King, and the Union 
candidates for Congress. 

Tbe Democrats also held a large meeting on 
the outskirts of the city, which was addressed 
by Weller, Bigler, and Downey. There is a 
prospect of a very full vote to-morrow and an 
immense majority for the Union State ticket. 
Though they are two Union Legislative tick- 
ets running in this county against tbe united 
Democratic, the Unionists believe that either 
ot their tickets wiil get more votes than the 
Democratic. The opposition generally con- 
cede tbat the Union State ticket will be elect- 
ed by as mnch as 20,000 majority.
